Maſter Speaker, wee ſhall finde them to have 
Tith'd Mintand Anice, and have Ieft undone 
the weightier wofkes of the law,to have beene 
tefſe eager upon thoſe who damne our Church 
then upon thoſe, who upon weake conſcience, 
and- perhaps as weake reaſons (the diſlike of 
ſome commanded” garment or ſome uncom- 
manded poſture)onely abſtained from it, Nay 
it hath beene more dangerous for men gee 
to ſome neighbours Pariſh, when they d tio 
ſermon in their owne, then to bee obſtinate and

crime, and which is yet more, the conforming 
to.ceremonies hath more cxacted then

&ures by the name of factions, cither becauſe 
their induſtry in that duty appeared a reproofe 
to their negleR of it (not unlike to that we read 
ofhim, who in Ner#'stime and Tacitze his ſtory 
was accufed, becauſe by his vertue hee did 
a re Exprobrarevitia Princip) or with in- 
en to have brought in Jarkenieffe, thar , 
they might the cafier ſow their tares, while it 
was night: and by that introduction of igno- 
rance , introduce the better that Religion, 
which accompts ir the Mother of devo- 
tiOn.

have uſcd it to have informed him of our gene- 
rall ſufterings; and confidering how little of 
their freedome of Speech at Whitehaf, might 
have ſaved us a greatdeale of the uſe wee have 
' now of it in the Parliament honſe, theirnot 
doing thisalone were occaſion enough for us 
to accuſe them, as the betrayers though not 
as the deſtroyer'of our rights and. libertics; 
Though I confefie {if they had beene onely 
Glent.in chis particular I had beene filenttoo: 
But alas they whoſe anceſtors in [the darkeſt 
times excommunicated the breakers 'of 
chartay did now by themſclyes and theiradhe: 
rents both write,preach,plot;and a@ againſt ic, 
by. encouraging DoRor Beadle, by: prefetring 
DoGor Mannereng, appearing forward for mo- 
nopolics and ſhip-mony :andifany were flow 
and backeward to comply, blaſting boththem 
and their preferment , with u expreſion 
of their hatred, the title of Puritans. 

Maſter Speaker , wee ſhall find ſome of them

of them to doe, ard which (in their opinions) 
the law of God required of them not to doe. 
Wee ſhall find them in generall rothave,cncou- 
all the clergic ro ſuites, and co have 
brought all ſuites ro-the+ Councell-table that 
having all power in Eccleſtaſticall martrers, 
they laboured for equall power in temporall, 
and todiſpeſc as well ot cyery office as of eye: 
ry bencfice,and loſttheclergte, much revenew 
and much reverence,(whercot the laſt is never 
given whenie is ſoasked)byencouraging them 
indiſcceetly: ro exa&t more of both then was 
duc, ſothatindeed thegaine of their neſſe 
extended but ro-atew of that order,though the 
enyy cnte . >. ; 
- Wee ſhall gnd ofthem to have both kindled 
and blowne the common fireot both nations, 
to.have borh ſchtand marhtained thar booke, 
of which-theamthour no doubr hath long fince

notſay of,butfince the pacificationat Barwicke, 
Wee ſhall find them to have beene thealmoſt 
ſole abettors of my Lordof Szrefford, whileſt 
hee was practiſing upon another Kingdome, 
that manner of government which hee inten- 
ded to fertile inthis , where hee committed ſo 
many, ſo mighty, and ſo manifeſt enormities 
and -oppreſſions as the like have not beenecom- 
mitted by any -Governourinany government 
fince Yerres left Sicily. Andafterthey had cal- 


led him over from being Deputy 'of Ireland 


to bce in a manner Deputy of England, ( all 
things here, being governdbya F##:#lo, and 
that Faxtillogovern'd by him) ta have aſſiſted 
himinthe giving of ſuch Councells, and the 
purſuing of ſuch: courſes, as it_is.a hard and 
meaſuring caft, whether they were,more un- 
wiſc, more unjuſt,-or. more unfortunate, and 
which had infalibl beene our:deſtructionif 
by the grace of God their ſhare had not beene

Maſter Speaker, | doubt if wee conſider, that 
if not the firſtPlamters yet the firſtSpreaders of 
Chriſtianity, and the firſt and chicfe Defenders 
of Chriſtianity againſt hereſies withinand pa- 
ganiſme without, both with their inke and 
with their bloud, and the maine conducers to 
the reſurretion of Chriſtianity : (at leaſt) here 
inthe reformation (and we owethe lightofthe 
Goſpell wee now enjoy tothe fire they then 
endur'd for it) wereall Biſhops: andthateven 
now in the greateſt perverſion of that order, 


there are yet ſome who have conduc'd in no- 


thing to our late innovations, but in their f1- 
lence, ſome who inanunexpeRed and mighty 
| wo and power. have expreſſed anequallmo- 

ration and humility, being neither ambirious 
before, nor proud aftcr, citherof the Croſicts

learn'd yppoſers of Popery;-and zealous op- 

poſers of Arminiaviſue, betweene whom and 

thcir inferiour clergy-in frequency of preach- 

ing hath beene no diſtinRion, whoſe lives are 

untouched, not onely by. guilt, but by malice; 
ſcarce to bee equall d by thafe of any condi- 

tion, orto bee excell'd by thoſe ia any Calen- 

dar, 1 doubt notI ſay, but if wee conliderthis, 
this conſideration will bring forth this cpn- 
clufion, that Biſhops may bee gaad men, and 
Ictus give but | g_ men good rules, wee ſhall 
have both good governours and good times, 

M after Speaker, [am content to take away all 
thoſe things from them, which roany conſi- 
derable degree of probability moy ageing be- 
get the like miſchicfcs, if they bee nottaken 
away. Ifthcir temporall titles power and em- 
ployment appeare likely ro diſtrat them from 
the care of, or make them looke downe with

It their revenew ſhall appeare likely to pro- 
duce the ſame effes(for it hath beene ancicnt- 
ty obſerv'd 'that-Reljgio peperit divitias, &> Fi-- 
tis devoravit marrem, ) Let fomichotrhar, as' 
was in all probability, intended for an at. 
rendant upon their temporall dignities, waite 
uponthem out of the doores, Let us onely take 
careto leave them ſuch proportions , as may 
ferve in ſome good degree to thedignity of 
learning and the encouragement of Nadcars, 
and let us nor inuertthat of Feroboans,and as hee 
made the meancſt of the people Prieſts, make 
the higheſt of the Prielts, the meaneſt ot the 

ople. 

If it bee feared, that they will againe em- 

loy ſome of our Lawes, with a ſeverity 
beyond the "intention of thoſe Lawes a- 
gainſt ſome of rhcir weaker Bretheren, that 
wee may bee ſure to take away that power, 
tet us take away thole Lawes, and let noce- 
remoriies which any number. counts unlaw- 
full, and no mancounts neceſſary (againſt the 
rules of Pots'y and Saint Paul) be impoſe upon 
them.

ly will bee.by Parliament taken awdy, that 
the other part of the male (ſuch canonsas were 
here reccived before the reformation and not, 
contrary to any law, is too doubtfull to bee 
a fit rule, exacting an-cxat knowledge of the 
canonlaw, of the common law, -of the ftatutc 
law knowledges, which thoſe who are thus to 

overne have not, and it is ſcarce fit they 
uld have. Since therefore wee areto make 
new rules, and ſhall no doubt make thoſe new 
rules, ſtri rules; and bee infallibly -certaine 
of a trienniall Parliament to ſee thoſe rules 
obſerv'das ſtrictly as they are made, and to en- 
creaſe orchange them uponall occaſions, wee 
ſhall have no reaſon to feare any innoyation 
from their tyranny , or todoubt any defect in 
the diſcharge of their duty. I am confident, 
they will not dare cither ordaine, ſuſpend, (i- 
lence, excommunicate, or deprive otherwiſe, 
then wee would have them. And if this bee 
belceved.T am as confident, we thall not thinke 
it fir roaboliſh upona ſew dayesdcþbatean ar- 
der, which hath Jaſted (asappearesby ſtory) 
in moſt Churches theſe fixteene hundred 
yearcs, and-inall from Chriſt to Calvin, or in an 
inſtant change the whole face of the Church; 
like theſcenc of a Maske. 
. Maeſter Speater, I doe not beleeve themtobee 
Fure drvins, ray I beleeve them not to bee 
Faure divine, but neither docI beleeve them ta 


bee 
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bee Injaria humans. 1 neither conſider them as 
neceflary , noras unlawftull, but as convenient 
or inconvenient, But fince all great mutations 
in government arc _—_—_ , (even where 
what is introduc'd by that mutation is ſuch 
as would have beene on rofitable upon a 
primary foundation ) an nes the greateſt 
danger of mutations is, that allthe dangers and 
inconveniences they may bringare notto bee 
foreſcene,and ſinceno wiſeman will undergoe 
great danger, but for = neceſſity; my opi- 
nion is, that wee ſhonld not roote upthis an- 
cient tree as dead as it appeares, till wee have 
tried whether by this or the like lopping of rhe 
branches, the ſappe which was unableto feed 
the whole, may not ſerveto make whatis left 
both grow and flouriſh. And certainely,if wee 
may at once take away both the inconveniences 
of Biſhops, & the inconvenience of no Biſhops, 
that is of an almoſt univerſall mutation, this 
courſe can onely bee oppoſed by thoſe, wiio 
love muration for mutations ſake, 

Maſter Speaker, to bee ſhort (as I have reaſon. 
to bee after having beene ſo long, ) this triall. 
may bee ſuddenly made, letus commit as much 
of the Miniſters remonſtrance, as wee have 
reade,that thoſe heads both of abuſes and gric- 
vances which are there fully colle&ed, may 
bee marſhal'd and ordered for our debare, if 
upon that debate it ſhall appeare, that thoſe

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may bee taken away and yet the order ſtand, 
wee ſhall not need to commir the Londop p 
tition at all: for the cauſe of it will "$46 of
